Section 15 forfeits titles to oil. lands 
for which no application for confirma- 
tory concessions had been made within 
one year from the effectiveness of the 
new law. 


May Show Future Policy. 


The fact that the supreme court’s 
first ruling upon the new petroleum 
law should be unanimously in favor of 
the contention of one of the many for- 
eign oil companies which have suits 
pending agianst the law is interpreted 
by many observers as of the utmost 
significance and as indicating the policy 
the court may follow in ‘the other cases.

The Federal Government moved with prompt 
ness to volunteer theservices of all Army forces in the vicinity, 
the Red Cross sent. out its relief.workers, and the local authdrt- 
ties mobilized all police and firemen for such service as they 
might render. - : 


Rainstorms Hamper Relief Work. 


Heavy rainstorms which blanketed the city for hours after 
the tornado had passed hampered relief work to a certain ex- 
tent, and made doubly hazardous the transportation of the 
scores of injured to the hospitals, the entire resources of which 
were placed at the disposal of storm sufferers. 

Like a whirling dervish the tornado struck a zigzag path from 
nearby Virginia, through the city, and out into Maryland, 
where it seems to have spent its force. 

Through its mile-wide path the ‘twister strode like a giant, 
crushing entire blocks of houses, picking others up and tossing 
them about, nudging over automobiles, until they capsized, and 
then skipping around like a giant gone mad. Its erratic course 
was a scene'‘of desolation and devastation, scores of buildings 
left roofless, others left without walls, and still others standing 
jagged in the pouring rain, entire sides ripped out,

Hangar Wall Toppies. 


Most seriously damaged were the two 
land plane hangars. Seven of the eight 
crushed airships were caught in the 
southernmost of these, where an entire 
wall and a portion of the roof caved 
in, Although the roof was blown from 
the other land hangar, the planes were 
saved. 


Machinist Mate Amos Kingbom was 


struck by flying debris while running 
for the open field and knocked uncon- 
scious. He was revived almost imme- 
diately and found not to be seriously 
injured. 

Edward Northstein, foreman of a 
construction crew which was installing 
doors on one of the hangars, suffered 
a fractured hand when he was blown 
from his “scaffold: A member of this 
crew whose name could not be ascer- 
tained was seen clinging to a girder 
on the roof of the building throughout 
the worst of the storm. 

Chief Machinist Mate N. B. Ironfiejd 
and two members of his crew, Francis 
J. Roberts and O. F. Conklin, suffered 
cuts and bruises in escaping from one 
of the land

Ford Plane Damaged.

} mobiles parked about the grounds were 
toppled over by the wind and their 
bodies smashed. 

The tornado unroofed four barracks 
at the base, damaged the walls and 
roof of the armory and wrecked a por- 
tion of the carpenter shop. Electric 
wires were torn down, and last night 
buildings remaining standing | were 
lighted by oil lamps. Three planes in 
the seaplane hangar ad four in the 
flight test hangar were not damaged. 

Rehabilitation was begun last night, 
when a number of men were put to 
work cutting down loose steei plates 
hanging from the damaged buildings. 
Repair of the planes will start today. 


Destroyer Torn From Moorings.

Catholic Church Damaged. 


The irresistible wind cone seemed to 
skip around Objects in its path, de- 
scending for a matter of a few blocks, 
devastating them, and then rising and 
leaving a few more blocks undamaged.

In the vicinity of Eleventh and 
Twelfth streets southeast, the prankish 
whirl dropped down to wreck homes 
and churches.

Cyprian’s Catholic 
Church at Thirteenth street and South 
Carolina avenue was badiy damaged, 
the roofs and upper walls being ripped 
off like straw. John Butler, colored 
sexton of the church, was the only 
Person injured about the church 
grounds. He was stryck by falling 
bricks and stone, and was taken to 
Emergency Hospital. 

The gale passed between the rectory 
and the parish hall, injuring neither 
of these buildings, but spending its 
fury against the church itself. Thirty- 
six students who Were attending high 
gchool in the parish hall were unin- 
jured and immediately after the black 
cone had -ssed they went out into the 
vicinity and aided in the work of rescue 
of those imprisoned by falling debris. 
The Rev. Henry F. Graedenstein, assist- 
ant rector of the church, told of the 
passage of the cone among the build- 
ings in the church group, and then, 
together with the other priests went 
out to assist others in distress. 


Scores Caught in Debris. 


Passing on to the smaller houses in 
the section, many of them of frame 
construction, the gale ripped and tore 
through roofs, slammed down walls as 
though they were of paper. and im- 
prisoned scores of persons beneath fall- 
ing debris.

Red Cross headquarters announced | ! 
at midnight that it will issue no ap- 
peal for funds for the sufferers, but 
will depend on voluntary contributions 
from the public and the return from 
its roll call now in poorer here to 
finance the relief work. 

This decision was reached last night 
by Maj. Gen. George Barnett; chair- 
man of the District of Columbia Chap- 
ter, following a preliminary survey of 
the damaged areas and conferences 
with offials at national Red Cross head- 
quarters. 

Its’ members first made a house-to- 
house inspection of the damage and 
found twenty houses unroofed. People 
of these houses were taken to those of 
neighbors: A mother and her child, 
the latter suffering from pneumonia, 
and an adult, also ill, were removed 
te hospitals. Cots and blankets were 
supplied for those made homeless by 
the storm. 


Storm Victims Housed? 


Eight houses were unroofed at Sév- 
enteenth street and Benning road. 
Shelter for their tenants was arranged 
with neighbors. Messrs. Bondy and 
Atkinson began an investigation of the 
southeast section of the city, where 
other storm damage was reported. 

Requests for tarpaulin to cover, un- 
roofed houses were sent out and the 
Board of Education notified the chap- 
ter that the Lovejoy School at Twelfth 
and D streets northeast, and the Bir- 
ney School in Anacostia were available 
for shelter if desired. 

Red Cross Chapter headquarters re- 
ported at 9:45 o’clock last night that 
a thorough survey of the storm-swept 
areas here showed 200 house damaged 
Forty-five cots and 90 blankets loaned 
by headquarters compeny, local regular 
Army troops, were shipped last night 
to the relief of Alexandria refugees. 

Reports to the Red Cross from that 
city stated there were 100 houses dam- 
aged, 25 injured in hospitals and "31 
refugees being cared for in a school. 


Area Is Policed. 


Police headquarters ordered every 
available man to the storm-swept areas, 
to afford relief measures and protect 
property. Two hundred were detailed 
in the following section; Eighteenth and 
Benning road, Massachusetts avenue 
from .Thirteenth to Fifteenth streets, 
along Tenth and G streets, and Od 
Fellows court and on South Carolina 
avenue, between Thirteenth and Fif- 
teenth streets. 

Hospitals were notified immediately 
and all avialable policemen from the 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, Sixth, 
Eighth, Eleventh, Twelfth Precincts and 
the Traffic Bureau, also reinforced the 
first line in the storm zone. They 
roped off streets and diverted and con- 
troled traffic. 

Maj. Hesse, superintendent of police, 
made a personal survey of the storm 
area and captains also were instructed 
to make a survey, report to headquar- 
ters of any needs arising from the sit- 
uation. Offers of the personnel and 
equipment were received from both the 
Army and Coast Guard. 

Maj. Hesse last night issued a general 
order directing property protection by 
the force. He was at Number Twelve Pre- 
cinct at the time the storm broke, en-

Steamer Total Loss; 
Crew Saved by Boats

The automobile Velonging to Charles 
Maccabee, 2210 Higdo road northeast, 
was blown from where it was parked, 
in front of the house, into a neighbor’s 
back yard, some 100 feet away. 


Heavy Damage itn Southeast. 


The area in the Southeast section of 
the city bounded by Pennsylvania ave- 
‘nue, Eighth, Twelfth and G streets 
southeast, suffered heavy damage from 
the tornado. 

A wave of hysteria gripped residents 
‘In this section as the twister. twice 
passed over the neighborhood, leaving 
in its wake more than a dozen injured 
persons and scores of wrecked homes 

Many of those who ran into the 
streets. when the. stofm caved in parts 
of their homes narrowly escaped serious 
injury from falli bricks, trees, shat- 
tered glass and. flying roofs. 

Sixty colored girls were at work in 
the rooms of the National Pants Co 
on the third floor of the Odd Fellows 
Hall, 516 Eighth street southeast, when 
_the tornado rip off * than half 
‘of the roof of the large building. Mid 
falling bricks, ——— and tin, the girls 
fled in safety to the second and first 
floors of the building. H. S. Marine, 
manager of the company, said the girls 
escaped by a miracle. 


Woman Blown Into Street. 


Mrs. Martha Dodd, 64 years old, of 
308 East Capitol street, was seriously in- 
jured when the twister picked her off 
her feet and tossed her from the side- 
walk in front of 53144 Ninth street into 
the street. She landed on her head, 
which was cut and badly bruised. 

At the same time part of a tin roof, 
weighing more than half a ton, was 
blown through the upper front of the 
home of Mrs. John Jaeschke, 42 years 
old, 540 Ninth street. 

In the room at this time were Mrs 
Jaeschke, her 18-year-old daughter, 
Helen, and 6-year-old John, jr., ill in 
bed. ‘The mass of jumbled tin tore 
away part of the Mouse, knocked out 
all of the upper front windows and 
landed at the feet of the terrified 
family, who huddled over the bed of 
the ill. child. Mrs. Jaeschke was 
showered with fiying glass. She was 
treated’ at her home for cuts on the 
face and neck. 


Two Policemen Injured,

League Mothers’ Pact

birth.

A QUESTION OF TARIFFS. 


A vivid illustration of the evil wrought by 
the lack of a protective tariff was furnished 
at a recent “safeguarding” inquiry held in Lon- 
don. In theory and’ largely in practice, Britain 
is a free-trade country, but taught by experi- 
ence, it has found a way of imposing a pro- 
hibitive duty on imports when the shoe pinches 
too hard on the manufacturer at-home. It 
does this by me&ns of the safeguarding of in- 
dustries act, under which any one laboring 
under a grievance as to the output of his prod- 
uct may apply, with reasonable hope of success, 
to have a duty put on all imports of the same 
or a similar commodity. 

An application was made during-the present 
month by the British Button Manufacturers 
Association and by the Pin, Hook-and Eye, and 
Snap Fasteners Employers Association to have 
a duty—and an effective one at that—fixed on 
imported buttons, pins, hooks and eyes; and 
snap fasteners. A very clear case was made 
out for protection. A director of Buttons, 
Limited, Birmingham, claimed that his firm 
was the largest button manufacturing concern 
in Great Britain; that they had machinery of 
their own invention unsurpassed in the world: 
that,, therefore, they could always beat the 
foreigner in quality; but that, when it came to 


a 25 per cent cut in prices, it was impossible 


to compete. He candidly admitted that the 
only trade they did was what the foreigner 
let them do. He pleaded for a 33 1-3 per cent 
duty on imported buttons, which, he said, 
would put the British trade in a reasonably 
good position. 

From other evidence submitted to the In- 
dustrial Court, it appeared that the number of 
persons engaged in the manufacture of buttons 
in Britain had fallen from 6,844 in 1913 to 
3,629 in 1926; that in the same period those 
employed in snap fastener manufacture had 
come down from 2,285 to 1,217; that in 1921 
the home production of buttons was 4,300,000 
gross, against 4,474,000 gross imported, while 
in 1926 5,000,000 gross were produced at 
home, against 9,000,000 gross imported; and 
that from 1921 to 1926 the ratio of importa- 
tion over home production rose from 102 to 
180. Buttons imported into Britain come 
mostly from Austria, Czechoslovakia, Germany. 
Italy and Japan. The difference in the price 
of productiont is represented by labor costs. 
Competition of prices, with which the British 
manufacturer could not compete, has led to 
considerable unemployment in the various in- 
dustries petitioning for relief. 

Here is a little parable that shows its moral 
on its face. Yet there are some people in 
this country who are opposed to tariffs for 
protection! 


REVENUE PERSONNEL. 


The ways and means committee, which is 
engaged in the work of preparing a new revenue 
bill, has come to the conclusion that it is false 
economy to educate men in the Treasury De- 
partment in the,intricacies of tax laws and then 
to lose their services as soon as they become ‘ex- 
perts, through failure to pay adequate salaries. 

During the last eight or nine years the “‘turn- 
over” in personnel among the higher classes of 
Treasury employes has been marked. Men who 
acquire expert knowledge of the revenue laws 
and the complexities of their administration 
readily find employment on the ‘outside at 
salaries much greater than the Government has 
‘been willing to pay. 

The present maximum compensation paid. to 
assistants in the office-of the solicitor. of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau exceeds $6,000 per 
annum in only three cases. The average is 
$5,000, but the new bill proposes to raise the 
maximum to $7,500 in 23 cases. 
these marked increases, 26 others who hold 
administrative and technical places in other 
divisions of the Internal Revenue Bureau will. 
be paid as much as $7,500 and 50 others may 
‘be compensated at the rate of- $6,000. Such 
increases will serve to check he: —— of 
resignations’ for financial reasons.

Still, recent reports from the 
central West, notably South Dakota, indicate 
that there is a decided revival of. interest in 
beet. culture, and the optimists among the 
manufacturers hold out hope that the United 


néeded for the home market. Besides, the 
Department of Agriculture, which is constantly 
on the lookout for new fields for the_farmer, 
has. recently announced that the generally 
despised “Jerusalem” artichoke may be profit- 
ably cultivated as a sugar crop. Artichoke 
sugar is known as levulose, and is said to be 
very much sweeter than cane sugar. The arti- 
choke is easily cultivated and can be grown 
anywhere in the United States, and levulose is 
said to be even superior to insulin in the treat- 
ment of diabetes. 

The real cempetitor of the Western beet 
sugar industry is the Philippines, not foreign 
countries. They are all barred by a high tariff, 
while Philippine sugar is admitted free of duty. 
Unless a limitation is\‘again placed upon im- 
portations from the Philippines, the United 
States will see its domestic industry ruined, 
and Cuba badly crippled: for Cuba’s principal 
market is the United States. 


PROTECTION OF WORKERS. 


There is sitting in Geneva a commission 
formed to study the matter of occupational 
safety. A report that 25,000 working people 
were killed in the United States in one year 
while exercising their occupations came .in 
for considerable comment. It was said 
further that industrial accidents cost the 
United States each year no less than $4,000,- 
000,000, and the experts held that application 
of certain rules of safety might reduce acci- 
dents and their cost by 890 per cent. 

It is only too true that industry has paid 
little attention to safeguarding: its workers. 
Thousands of individuals have been killed or 
injured who could have been spared had even 
the smost fundamental safeguards been in- 
sisted upon. Of late years, however, industry 
has awakened to: the fact that protection of 
workers is good business, and has begun to 
apply protective measures wherever possible. 

A trained worker represents a considerable 
capital investment.. Not only has it cost 
money to train him to the point of efficiency, 
but when he is forced to stop work his replace- 
ment by a worker not equally efficient. is 
bound to occasion a slowdown in production. 
Industrial accidents are expensive for every 
one concerned. 

American industry and transportation has 
a long road to travel: yet before it can make 
itself as safe as is humanly possible. The 
start has been made, however, and it is to be 
expected that as dividends from “safety first”’ 
begin to roll in, no time will be lost in hasten- 
ing its extension. 


SAFETY IN FLYING. 

Every time an airplane falls the accident 
receives wide publicity. Consequently there 
still exists-in the public mind a feeling that 
airplane travel is very risky business. But 
the record shows that there-is no more reason 
to be afraid in the air than there is need to 
worry over the outcome of an automobile or 
train ride. 

Last week Aviation Pilot Hersie D. Jennings 
was transferred. from the Squantum, Mass., 
Naval Air Station. During the year and five 
months he had been attached to the Squantum 
station, Jennings had flown a total of 999 hours 
and 10 minutes. Multiplying the time by an 
estimated average speed of 70 miles an hour, 
it appeared that he had traveled a distance of 


the world. During his time in the air he did 
not injure a man or machine, despite the fact 
that a considerable part of his time was taken 
up in instructing others. |

George Rogers Clark. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
Government is now, and has been for 
many years adorning Washington by 
erecting statues and memorials to men 
who have done great things for the 
country. So far, it has neglected the 
memory of one who by his daring and 
wise statesmanship added an empire to 
our domain. I refer to George Rogers 
Clark. He was a citzien and soldier of 
Kentucky in the days when that sec- 
tion was called “the dark and bloody 
| ground,” because of the constant raids 
‘of the Indians hgainst the white settlers. 
| Kentucky was-a part of Virginia. 

As a soldier Clark conceived the 
opinion that the best way to defend 
Kentucky against the Indians was to 
carry the war into Indian territory, 
and there punish the savages. With 
that idea he visited Richmond and 
asked for authority to recruit men, and 
for a supply of arms and ammunition. 
Virginia was deeply engaged in the War 
of the Revolution, and at first the 
governor declined to aid Clark. At. last, 
however, he gave way to the Ken- 
tuckian'’s persistence and authorized 
him to recruit 150 men and gave him 
a Small supply of ammunition. 

With this little band Clark captured 
Kaskaskia and Vincennes. His march 
from Kaskaskia to Vincennes was one 
of the most heroic ever performed by 
man. The distance was 200 miles; the 
way led across overflowed plains, 
covered by a thin coating of ice most 
of the way. He extended the western 
boundary of the colonies from the 
slope of the Allegheny Mountains to 
the banks of the Mississippi River, 
giving to the colonies that territory 
now comprising the great States of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan and 
Wisconsin. Great Britain demanded a 
return.of this territory, but the Amer- 
icans refused, claiming it was won by 
conquest. Would it not be a fitting 
thing if the Governmént should erect 
in Washington a memorial to Clark and 
his gallant 150 heroes?

Progress in General Welfare. 


No one would claim that our country 
is perfect. No one with a proper sense 
of proportion, or even a limited, knowl- 
edge of the world, is likely to make it 
the object of vainglorious boasting. 
Yet a moderate endowment of such 
sense and such knowledge ought to be 
sufficient not only, to silence most of 
our critics and apologists, but to fill 
them. with a wholesome respect and 
admiration. A nation which has raised 
itself from a struggling dependency to 
& leading power in the world, without 
oppressing its own people and without 
injustice to its neighbors, in the short 
Space of 150 years, needs little in the 
way Of extenuation or excuse. 

But having faith in our country does 
not mean that we should be oblivious 
to or neglectful of its problems. The 
human race is finite. By its very char- | 
acter it is necessarily subject to limi- 
tations. We may have sound principles 
of government, but they will be admin- 
istered only imperfectly We may have 
wise laws, but they will be obeyed only 
partially We may have judicious in-‘ 
stitutions of society, but they will be 
supported only'incompletely But be- 
cause we can not expect perfection is 
no reason why we can not expect prog- 
ress. In that field our success is un- 
rivaled. The preeminence of America 
is unchallenged in the advance which 
it has made in promoting the general 
welfare of its’ people. 


Economic. Advance Stressed, 
While we have not neglected religion 
and education, we have considered our 
welfare in the past mainly on its eco- 
nomic side. Our population has in- | 
creased rapidly over a considerable “ 
space of years. We have received large 
numbers of foreign people. For the 
most part they were vigorous, enter- 
prising and of good character, but al- 
most always without money and too 
often without learning. Due to the 
exigencies of frontier life, many of our 
native-born have found themselves in 
8 simil : situation. ‘To form all these 
people into an organization where they 4 
might not merely secure a livelihood, 
but by industry and thrift have the

This policy has lately been ex- 
tehded to include restriction upon im- 
migration: 


Protective Tariff Praised. 


Without the influence of a protective 
tariff it would never have been possible 
for our country to reach its present 
stage of diversified development with its 
liberal rate of wages, its unprecedented 
distribution of wealth, and its high 
Standards of living. If these conditions 
‘are to be maintained, that policy will 
have to be continued. In some few lines 
we can compete with all the world, but 
in general our agriculture and our in- 
dustry are compelled to make a larger 
outlay to provide their establishment, 
pay a very much higher rate of wages 
and therefore find their costs of produc- 
— * are greater than in foreign coun- 

tries. 

Any material reduction in our genera) 
tariff rates would ultimatély result in 
a drastic deflation of agricultural and 
industrial values, in the rate of wages, 
and in the standards of living. Under 
our present system our foreign com- 
merce has reached the highest peace- 
time record and our national income 
has steadily increased to the enormous 
proportigns of $90,000,000,000 for the 
last calendar year. This represents a 
volume of production and trade far in 
excess Of that which any other country 
ever reached. It is the zenith of our 
prosperity. All of this should be con- 
sidered in any appraisal of the worth of 
our lon t-established policy. 

While we have placed the enterprise 
of the country unreservedly in. private 
hands, we have adopted a system of 
government. regulation and denounced 
by law restraints of trade and unfair 
practices in trade, in order that the 
public might have the full benefits of 
all fair competition and the oppor- 
tunities of our commerce be equally 
free to all. Privilege has no place in 
either our political or economic system.

Our rise in the world has given us 
new problems, new responsibilities, both 
jdomestic and foreign. The web of our 
affairs is extremely delicate, extremely 
intricate. Producing, transporting 
marketing, financing, all require. a 
higher skill, a more intelligent organiza- 
tion, than under a less developed, less 
prosperous arene It is, in fact, that 
skill and that intelligence which have 
been the measure of our succegs. The 
entire life of the Nation, all its eco- 
nomic activities, have become so inter- 
related that maladjustment in any one 
of them is sufficient to cause sefious 
disarrangement in all the rest. We have 
become one Nation. We can only sur- 
vive through the most elaborate system 
of concerted action. Any part which 
fails to function is chargeable with dis- 
loyalty to the whole people. 


Nations Brought Together. 


We have been drawn into close re- 
lationship with other nations. As in- 
ventions have closed up the intervals 
between different countries they have 
been brought nearer together, not only 
physically but economically and mor- 
ally. We are more concerned ‘than ever 
with our foreign affairs. The wealth 
of our people is going out in a con- 
stant’ stream of record dimensions for 
restoration and development in all 
parts of the world, We want our moral 
influence to be.on the side of liberty, 
of education, of fair elections, and of 
honest constitutional government 
Where our obligations to our own citi- 
zens under international law have re- 
quired it we have extended our help 
to those who were attempting to se- 
cure these results. But we have re- 
frained from meddilesome interference, 
because we recognize not only the right 
but the necessity for each people to 
work out their own destiny. 

This, I believe, is.a fair representa- 
tion of what has been taking place in 
the immediate past, and what we may 
hope for in the ,immediate future. 
Rightly understood, there is no more 
sensational story of human experience. 
Society. is made up of constants and 
variabies. The variables attract us by 
their contrasts and are always appear- 
ing in the headlines. But the constants 
always predominate, always push ahead 
in the march of progress. We hear 
enough of criticism, we hear enough 
of the*evil; but we must not’ forget 
commendation, we must not forget 
the good. This is our Government. This 
is our society. This is our country. It 
is solid sound, secure It is for us to, 
put forth sufficient effort to keep it | 
so. It is for us to maintain invio- 
late that profound faith so grandly 
exemplified ty the founders of this 
league in all things that are American.

VENTILATION AND PRODUCTION. 


Testo MAGAZINE recently carried 
a story which appeared to be true. 
This story told of the president of 
a large textile plant who was wrought 
up over a 20 per, cent loss in production 
in his plant during a midwinter period. 
He called in the production manager 
and found that the gentlerhan had gone

Any shop ‘boss can take temperature 
with a thermometer hourly and a ste- 
nographer can keep the record. The only 
instruction required might be as to 
times of observation, the keeping of 
uniform records, and the need of expos- 
ing the thermometer at different points 
in the room, with relation of height 
above the floor; windows, outside walls 
and radiators. Any shop boss can be 
taught to use a doutherm, or any other 
wet and dry bulb thermometer In which 
only one thermometer is used. 

If, in addition to a temperature and 
humidity record, a draft record is 
wanted, it may be advisable to use an 
anemometer.. If so, this is a fairy simple 
instrument, and almost any one can 
learn to use it.

Celery Root en Casserole. 


Purchase a celery root (if small, 
two). Scrub and peel it and cook’ it 
in bolling water until tender, which 
may require close to two hours. Drain, 
rinse in cold water and cut into «mall 
pieces. Have ready a buttered cesserole 
dish. Place a layer of the root in the 
bottom of the dish, cover with white 
sauce and a very few gratings of 
American cheese, sprinkle with salt and 
‘pepper and repeat until the celery root 
is consumed. Bits of ground ham may 
be sprinkled over the root in place of 
or in addition to the cheese. Not either 
the cheese, however, nor the ham is 
necessary to the suctess of this dish. 
Cover top with buttered bread crumbs, 
decorate with paprika and place in the

The other recipe of which | should 
like to dispose today for tomorrow is 
the soup. All too frequently we indi- 
cate a soup as the first course of our 
menu without specifying the Kind or 
giving the details, Today we have had 
spinach as a part of our menu. Let us 
take advantage of buying in quantity 
by adding two quarts of spinach to 
our need for the table tonight and 
have a cream of spinach soup on Sun- 
day. For this soup we shall require 
about four cupfuls of stock, either beef 
or chicken, but preferably the latter, 
and two cupfuls of sweet milk. Here 
is the recipe. 


Cream of Spinach Soup. 


Prepare the spinach for serving as 
usual by washing it well and cooking 
it in three cupfuls of boiling water, 
adding to the water a pinch of soda 
and a pinch of powdered sugar. Drain, 
cut very small and force through a 
sieve. Add the four cupfuls of stock to 
the pulp, bring to boiling point, thicken 
with one-third of a cupful of butter 
and one-third of a cupful of flour 
which have been well blended, add the 
two cupfuls of sweet milk and season 
with salt and pepper to taste.

War Department to Make 
Final Allocations at 
an Early Date. 


Final apportionment of all captured 
enemy trophies of the World War still 
on hand will be made shortly, accord- 


ing to provisions of a congressional act 
of May, 1926, Maj. Gen. Clarence C. 
Williams, chief of ordnance, stated yes- 
terday in his annual report. 
Twenty-six States and five posses- 
sions have accepted all trophies allo- 
cated to them.

States all have accepted part of their 
allocation. Funds necessary for: ship- 
ments ceased to be available with the 
close of the fiscal year, and all inter- 
ested parties were notified and urged 
to submit shipping instructions prior 
to June 30. Approximately 4 per 
cent of cannon and 25 per cent of 
small articles still remain on hand. 

The department is at work on many 
important tests. These include bomb 
trajectory data obtained by the cam- 
era obscura, tests: with grenades, pow- 
der-train fuzes, pack howitzer material, 
infantry auxiliary weapons, antlair- 
craft machine guns, stainless and rust- 
proof steel for rifie barrels and pistol- 
grip rifie stocks.

A HOUGH, AUTO AGENC 
HEAD, TIKES OWN LIFE 


Sends Shot Through Brain in 
Bedroom of Home; Wife 
Finds Body. 


WORRY GIVEN AS CAUSE 


C. Royce Hough, 56 years old, president 
of the Houwgh Motor Co., a pioneer 
automobile dealer, of Washington, hav- 
ing started in the business in 1903, 
committed suicide in his apartment in 
the Parker Apartments, Sixteenth street 
and Park road northwest, by firing a 
bullet through his brain yesterday 
afternoon. 

Worry over business affairs is blamed 
by Hough’s relatives and friends for his 
act. Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt issued 
a certificate of suicide. Hough’s body 
was found by his wife, who was in an 
adjoining room when he fired the shot 
which ended his life. 

Hough came to his home for lunch- 
eon and did not seem exceedingly wor- 
ried, his-wife told friends. He went 
into the bedroom and seated himself on 
the edge of the bed.

Services for Former Temple 
Baptist Pastor Conducted 
at Calvary. 


IN- MINISTRY 35 YEARS 


Memorial services for the Rev. Dr. 


Joseph Johnstone Muir, chaplain of the 
Senate and one of the best known mem- 
bers of the Baptist clergy in the coun- 
try, who died early yesterday morning 
at his residence, 1317 Kenyon street 
northwest, were held yesterday after- 
noon at the Calvary Baptist Church, 
Eighth and H streets, by the Associa- 
tion of Baptist Churches of the District 
of Columbia, holding a convention 
there. 

Complaining of illness about 2 
o’clock yesterday morning he aroused 
his family, ‘and died an hour later. He 


was 80 years old. Wednesday night he 
had addressed the Baptist Association. 

Although he was of Scotch ancestry, 
Dr. Muir was born in Ireland in 1847, 
the son of A. J. and Mary Muir. He 
was educated in private schools in Ire- 
land and Scotland, and was ordained in 
1869, after being in the United States 
four years. He occupied his first pulpit 
in this country.at Montana, N. J. Later 
he was called to East Marion, N. Y., 
Ticonderoga, N. Y., MacDougal Street 
Church, New York City; Park Church, 
Port Richmond, N. Y.; North Church, 
Philadelphia, and Temple Baptist 
Church in this city. He resigned in 
1924 after serving 35 years. He was 
the senior Baptist here, and known as 
the “dean of Baptist clergy in the Dis- 
trict.” 

Appointed as chaplain of the Senate 
in 1921, his triends numbered some of 
the most prominent figures in public 
life. 

He is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
L. M. Yount, Mrs. H. A. Polkinson, and 
one son, Charles S. Muir, of this city. 
Nine grandchildren survive him, and 
one great-grandchild. His wife died 
several years ago. 

Dr. Muir was a Master Mason, and 
a former chaplain of the Centennial 
Lodge, a member of the Theta Sigma 
Society, composed of local ministers of 
all denominations, and a life member 
of the American Baptist Foreign Mis- 
sion Society and the American Baptist 
Publishing Society. He had planned to 
officiate at a service of his brother, 
Maj. John G. Muir, who died some 
years ago in the Philippines and whose 
body be buried in lington 
Cemetery later in the week.

ONCE RAILWAY MAGNATE 


-Figured in Downfall of 
the New Haven. 


INDICTED IN ONE DEAL 


Concord, N. H., Nov. 17 (A.P.).— 
Charles 8. Mellen, formerly president 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad and the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, died at 11 o’clock this, morn- 
ing at his home here. Mr. Mellen has 
been retired from active railroad work 


for some time. 

Mr. Mellen, who was born in 1861 in 
Lowell, Mass., had been in feeble health 
for some time. He took a sudden turn 
for the worse this morning 9nd death 
came suddenly. A physiciari’s bulletin 
attributed death to cerebral hemor- 
rhage. 

Mr. Mellen leaves four daughters and 
three sons. 


Charles Sanger Mellen attained na- 
tional prominence as a railroad official 
in 1903 when the late J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan brought him back from the West 
after rehabilitating the Northern Pa- 
cific to repeat his success with the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford 
As the head of the Northern Pacific, 
Mr. Mellen performed something of & 
traffic miracle in building up the 
Western line in six years from what 
he described as little better than “two 
streaks of ‘rust across the prairie” to 
a flourishing fast-freight system. 

With the Morgan power behind him, 
Mr. Mellen launched sweeping plans for 
the New Haven, asserting that monop- 
oly was best for New England trans- 
portation. In the next ten years the 
New Haven absorbed outside land and 
water competition to the extent of 
more than $200,000,000. The methods 
of the management provoked a public 
storm. Courts,. legislators and the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission arose 
to challenge Mr. Mellen and his asso- 
clates in their course 

The heavy financial drain meanwhile 
threatened to break the once 
ous New Haven company. Its 
slumped, hitting thousands of small 
investors to whom New Haven -securi- 
ties for generations had been as safe 
as Government bonds. Mr Morgan died 
at. a <ritical time and the program 
came to naught, leaving the New Haven 
piled up with debts In 1913 Mr. Mellen 
was repudiated by his.directors and 
he passed into retirement at the in- 
stance of J. P. Morgan, the son. 

Just before the panic of -1907, Mr. 
Melien gained control of the Boston & 
Maine, a merger which was to make 
the New Haven dominant in New Eng- 
land. He later said its acquisition came 
at the wrong time. For the second deal, 
the purchase of the New York, West- 
chester & Boston, Mr. Mellen dis- 
claimed responsibility. He said it was 
made over his protest, and that prop- 
erty worth only $5,000,000 eventually 
cost the “ew Haven close to  $36,- 
000,000. 

Mr, Mellen was indicted in connec- 
tion with the third deal, his effort in 
blocking the plan of the Grand Trunk 
to invade New England with a com- 
peting line to Providence, R. I. He 
was charged with violation of the Sher- 
man antitrust act. Mr. Mellen said he 
voluntarily assumed the responsibility 
of the indictment to shield Mr. Mor- 
gan, whose healti. had failed
